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Blizzard socks town

It wasn’t the Blizzard of ’78, but thousands of 
Andover residents lost power for most of Tues- 
day, and the town was forced to open a tempo- 
rary shelter Tuesday night at Andover High 
School to warm those without heat. 

As expected, the March Nor’easter dumped 
approximately two feet of snow on Andover, 
promptly shutting down the town. 

Most storefronts remained dark throughout 
the day, and there were more pedestrians than 
cars on the streets. Power lines and tree limbs 
hung across streets and yards in nearly every 
neighborhood. Even _ street lights on Main 
Street were dark until after 7 p.m. 

Emergency crews were still busy Wednes- 
day morning, as several calls came in for peo- 
ple with chest pains — quite possibly due to the 
unusual labor of snow shoveling, said Fire 
Deputy Lincoln Clark. EMTs continued to 
respond to those homes where power had not 
been on since Tuesday morning. 

“Some _ elderly people were without heat 
overnight, so we're checking up on (them),” he 
said. “Some of our firefighters are delivering 
meals on wheels because we have the four- 
wheel-drive to get through (the snow).”

As of Tuesday, Andover was qlready in the 
red over this winter's white stuff. 

Before this week’s monster storm, all but 
$90,000 of Andover’s approximately $1.1-mil- 
lion snow-removal budget had been used for

were spending about $9,500 per hour,” said 
Jack Petkus, public works director Tuesday 
night. “The pudget’s officially busted. 

“We called all our guys in at 4 a.m. on Mon- 
day and they've been in ever since. I've been 
here also,” said Petkus, sipping a cup of coffee. 
“T got here at 6. Th y, the snow events 
are relatively rare and they don’t happen all 
the time.”

When the electricity went 
out, the generators revved 
up, powering the store with 
dim lights and cooling sys- 
tems to keep the food fresh.

During the Blizzard of °78, resi- 
dents walked miles to gather for 
grub at Ford’s Coffee Shop, a pop- 
ular fixture on Main Street. 

Ford’s is no longer around — it 
was replaced by Bruegger’s Bagel 
Bakery - and the downtown was 
nearly deserted for much of Tues- 
day. With power lost to the down- 
town from about 9:20 a.m. until 7 
p.m. or later, even traffic lights had 
the day off. Gas stations could not 
pump gas, stores were closed, and 
most people stayed indoors. 

Larry D’s Village Deli on 
Andover Street was one of the few 
places to remain open, and like the 
manager of Market Basket, owner 
Larry DiStephano saw that fact as 
a promotional opportunity. 

“We're better than the post 
office,” he said.

Whatever the case, 
when town officials met at a shelter 
set up at Andover High School for 
those who had lost their heat in the 
storm, some lips became loose and 
officials shared a few laughs over 
the upcoming budget discussions. 

Told that the firefighters union 
had offered to work a schools job 
for less than they have to according 
to their contract, Town Manager 
Buzz Stapezynski couldn’t resist 
poking fun at the group on the 
other side of the bargaining table 
from him.

Since July, Andover residents have 
been able to recycle corrugated card- 
board boxes at the curb — along with 
No. 1 and No. 2 plastics and aluminum 
cans, and the usual newspaper, glass 
and steel cans. 

But recycling committee member 
Candy Dann says some people have 
become frustrated because they’ve put 

large boxes out at the curb and they've 
been left behind. They reason for that 
is because residents must cut (or fold 
and tie) the cardboard so it fits into 
Waste Management’s new truck. Card- 
board should be folded flat and larger 
pieces cut into pieces “no larger than a 
pizza box,” or smaller than two feet by 
three feet. Paperboard boxes (such as 
for cereal and shoes) are also recy

She esti- 
mated that as many as 
5,000 customers in 


Andover alone may 
have been in the dark. 
“T can tell you that 
we have more than 100 
crews in the Merri- 
mack Valley district 
working through the 
night to restore 
power,” said Drew. 
“That area was partic- 
ularly hard hit with 
trees hitting lines.” 
Andover residents 
could attest to that, 
with electrical wires 
down throughout 
town, some hanging so 
low that they were a 
danger to vehicles try- 
ing to pass beneath 
them. ‘Tree limbs 
snapped under the

The burden of lost power 
fell unequally on Andover 


residents: while most had 
their power back by Tues- 
day evening, and some only 
lost it for two or three hours, 
there were others, like the 
residents of Enfield Drive, 
who were still in the dark as 
late as Wednesday morning. 

“We just got it back,” said 
Gina DeFreitas of 30 Enfield 
Dr. at 10 am. Wednesday. 


She said her power went out 
at 4 am. Tuesday, making a 
grand total of 30 hours with- 
out electricity. She and her 
daughter spent the night 
with a friend. “I have a fire- 
place, and it was OK during 
the day, but I didn't feel like 
staying up all night to mind 
the fire.”

According to Drew, of Mass 
Electric, electrical problems in 
the area were compounded by 
damaged transmission lines, the 
larger electricity pipelines that 
are owned by Mass Electric’s sis- 
ter company, New England 
Power. 

“When those lines are affected, 
it affects service to customers of 
Mass Electric,” ‘she said. Drew 
said that transmission lines can 
be damaged by heavy snow, ice,

“Stay in, and don't touch any 
wires, even telephone wires,” said 
Murnane.

It’s 
never good to touch any wire 
whatsoever in the street.”

“To have 
children standing out on the road, 
when there are no sidewalks 
clear, is dangerous.”

Editor, Townsman: 
Mr. Gustus and the 
Committee: 

My three children currently attend 
Bancroft Elementary and Doherty 
Middle School. We have had the privi- 
lege of attending these schools for sev- 
eral year’s, and I had hoped my 
youngest child would finish _ fifth 
grade at Bancroft. I know we live on a 
district boundary so I am not sur 
prised to learn that we are being con- 
sidered for redistricting to West Ele- 
mentary. However, | am surprised 
and disappointed by the Committee 
recommendations for middle school. 

While the current group of 170 chil- 
dren in our geographic area would be 
redistricted to West Elementary, only 
q fraction of them, » children, would 
be also redistricted to West Middle 
School. This means that a significant 
portion of the children in our ge 
graphic area will return to Doherty, 
which is our current neighborhood 
middle school. My children and imme- 
diate neighbors will be a part of the 
children who will lose this important 
neighborhood connection when they 
are moved to West Middle School.

Member Annette 
Grams repeatedly stated that the com- 
mittee’s goal was to not divide neigh- 
borhoods when drawing redistricting 
options. Ms. Grams stated that one of 
the things the committee was “trying 
to be kind about” was not separating 
children from existing neighborhood 
ties. This is extremely important. Yet 
the committee has not recognized that 
they are doing exactly that when they 
separate a minority of our neighbor- 
hood children living on Longwood, 
Crescent, Olde Berry Circle and High 
Street and send them to a different 
middle school. At this point it is not a 
question of Doherty versus West, so 
much as it is a question of keeping an 
entire neighborhood intact. 

Many parents in this area have 
voiced their acceptance of the redis- 
tricting to West Elementary for the 
very reason that an entire geographic 
area is being redistricted. Our chil- 
dren would attend West Elementary 
with their neighborhood friends. How- 
ever, for the committee to then sepa- 
-ate that same area when making the 
transition to middle school, and divide 
it so that only a minority is excluded 
from Doherty is, to use Ms. Grams’ 


For example, if this option is 
approved and implemented on sched- 
ule, there will be approximately seven 
fifth-graders who would be trans 
ferred to West Middle while their 
entire neighborhood remains at 
Doherty. Each year after that will see 
a similarly small number of children 
excluded from their neighborhood 
middle school. This option clearly 
does not represent the committee’s 
goal to keep neighborhoods intact. 

At the conclusion of last Monday’s 
meeting, Ms. Grams boasted of the 
committee’s “success” at bringing the 
High Street community fifth-graders 
back to Doherty so that they would be 
“going to the same middle school as 
the rest of their peers.” With all due 
respect, the committee did not achieve 
this goal. We are 4 part of the High 
Street community and the committee 
has excluded our children from 
returning to Doherty “with the rest of 
their peers.” When the committee 
divides out such a small amount of 
children from an existing neighbor- 
hood, so as to penalize them through 
exclusion, this option is not a success. 

As a final note, there is some 
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research that indicates that the largest 
decline in students’ perceptions of the 
quality of school life occurs during the 
transition to middle school. Meeting stu- 
dents’ social needs has a major impact on 
those perceptions. Middle-school stu- 
dents have a strong need for a sense of 
relatedness to others. Keeping these chil- 
dren connected to neighborhood ties and 
community friends as they make the 
transition between schools _ certainly 
keeps them connected to a core group.

According to Tivnan, 
Starlab is an inflatable plane- 
tarium that can be set up in 
the gymnasium for an excit- 
ing seventh-grade block of 
instruction on astronomy, 
she said she will probably 
have to arrange the visit for 
September, despite the 
protestations of her students 
this year. 
For Doherty sixth-grade 
science teacher Ann 
McNamee, the award will 
purchase a set of 30 copies of 
Micromysteries: Stories of Sci- 
entific Detection by Gail Kay 
Haines, for her classroom. 
McNamee said that the text 
focuses on the lives of mod- 
ern scientists and inventors 
such as Nobel Prize-winning 
geneticist Barbara McClin- 
tock and inventor Charles 
Goodyear, namesake of The 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co. 
and discoverer of vulcaniza- 
tion. McNamee hopes to 
enrich her course with this 
literary and human perspec- 
tive on the sciences. 

“This book personalizes 
these people,” she 
said.
